& loglcal declsion,

During the bout Eddie landed squarely
on Olenon’s floating ribs over his left kid-
ney 173 times, each punch striking the
same spot. Early in the fight a big welt
In the place, this grew
steadily from then on. Every one of these
blows was struck while the men were
locked at (nfighting. Oardner also played
strongly for the stomach.

Oleson’s efforta meanwhile were largely
directed toward Gardner's head. Time and
agnin he launched the viclous Jabe, plunges,
awings and uppercuts for which he I8 so
well known, but a small propertion of them
Ianded, the others being taken on Eddie's
glove. Oleson did little Infighting.

The battle was generally voted the pret-
tiest held here for years. There ware
no knockdowns, and thers wan lttle blood,
Save for the sore spot on Oleson’s baok,
nelther man bore a mark “rom the ring.
Despite that. the lightweights fought every
second of the time.

Had not Gardner been a lad of unusual
clevorness he would have been completely
outclassed, purely because of his physical
rhortecomings. Oloson was twelve pounds
the heavier, had the longer reach, and was
nenr three Inches taller than his antag-
onist. But Gardner's guard was practically

impregnable and his ducking was !upnrln.|

This and his coustant aggressiveness and
rapld-fire lofighting evened matters up.

Oleson was popular with the erowd. Hia
style of fighting was of the open, long range
variety, He endeavored always to keep
Gardner off where he could swing and lunge
at the little fellow. With his right arm
and hand lald horizentally meross his body
and his left slanted up across just under
his chin, Eddle took all that came, never
glving an inch, and few of the flerce blows
reached thelr mark.

Giardner Hanhes the Fighting.

At the same time Gardner was con-
stantly irying to get In close. Thus he
was always pushing the fight, and every
time the two locked after a charge he
would go to work on Oleson's kidneys with
his right. On the break Gleson frequently
swung heavily for uppercuts, but Gardner's
glove was always up under his chin in
time, and he would turn up smiling. Nelther
man wns ever grogged or even dased

Gardoer reached Oleson's face but a few
times during the whola fight. He was not
long enough nor strong ecoough to got up
there ofen.

Oleson seldom hit Gardner anywhere but
in the head. The latter's nose bled slightly
through four rounds. In punishment Gard-
ner gave more than he took. Each man
was in fine trim, and both fought willingly
all the time. The last two rounds were
the fantest of the twenly, and none was
alow,

Frank Colller, Oscar Gardner, Danny
Haley and Willy Haley were behind Eddie
Gardoer. Oacar Asmussen was his trainer.
Fred O'Neil and Harry Gllmors were In
Oleson's corner, and Johnnle Richle minded
hin wateh,

As preliminaries a battle royal by five
colored men was one wild scream.
